Get the People Out of Debt

The great question that confronts 
, the civilized race today is how to end 
} the depression and place business back — 


jon a sound basis. There are quite a 
number of diversified views on the 
jsubject and one more will not come! 
| amiss We quite real that the de- 


pression is world wide, although some! 
parts are better off than others. It 
is Canada that we are interested in 
chiefly. We are a young country, 
with an energetic, thrifty people. Our 
granaries are loaded with grain of all 
kinds; our natural resources are un- 
developed. and our banks are in al 
wonderful financial condition. |

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Some Hardy Trees, 
Shrubs and Perennials 


By W. J. THOMSON 
District Agriculturist, Grande Prairie 


Here ere ee 
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The writer wishes to take this op- 
portunity to answer many enquiries 
that have come to this office during 
the past few months asking for in- 
formation about hardy fruits, shrubs 
and flowers for home planting, In 
giving a list of plants for planting in 
the Peace River it might be well for 
the reader to remember that all plants 
do not succeed equally well under 
different conditions and locations 
This list must be a tentative one, for 
new shrubs and hardy plants are be- 
ing added each year and some plants 
that were considered hardy prove dis- 
appointing. But I am sure that all 
those who have had an opportunity to 
visit the Experimental Station at 
Beaverlodge during the past seasons 


have been surprised at the success 
that Mr. W. D. Albright is having 
growing fruits, flowers, shrubs and 
trees, 


Perhaps the question that is asked 
most frequently is, Is there a hardy 
crab apple that we can grow here? | 
The question can be answered with 
confidence and an assurance that 
there are hardy crab apples that can 
be grown if the planter has a garden 
which affords some protection, such 
as a windbreak, and suitable soil con- 
ditions which are evident in most good 
vegetable gardens. 


The Dolga is one of the newer crab 
apples, but is considered by many one 
of the best crab apples for the usual 
purposes for which crab apples are 
grown. It is a variety introduced by 
Dr. N. E. Hansen of South Dakota, 
and was found by him’on one of his 
visits to Russia in 1897, growing in 
the Royal Botanical garden of the 
Czar at St. Petersburg. Dr. Sanders 
brought back cuttings and established 
the tree, introducing it to the public 
in 1919. This variety has fruited on 
the Provincial Demonstration School 
farms at Claresholm and Olds during 
the past four years and has proven 
hardy. The tree is very vigorous, 
well shaped, comes into bearing early 
and fis a good annual bearer, In the 
opinion of the writer thére is no more 
beautiful ornamental tree (excepting 
perhaps the Mount Ash) than the 
Dolga Crab, The fruit has a rose red 
color and from a distance gives the 
tree an appearance of being full with 
colored bloom, The fruit is not so 
large as the Transcendant, but in the 
opinion of many has no equal for 
making jelly. It is full of juice, very 
rich in pectin, and jells easily. It 
makes a jelly rich bright red in color! 
and of the finest flavor. 


Another crab apple that is receiving 
much attention is the Trail, one of 
Saunders hybrids, originated at the 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa. 
It is a complex hybrid between the 
Siberian Crab and some standard 
apples. It is different from the Dolga 
in that it is a splendid eating apple, 
ripening about the first part of Sep- 
tember. It is golden yellow in color 
and about the size of the Transcen- 
dant. It is worthy of trying in a 
garden or home planting. The Osman, 
Florence and Olga have fruited at 
Beaverlodge. 

The Opata plum is perhaps the best 


known and hardiest plum _ bearing 
fruit in different districts all over 
Alberta. It is from a cross with the 


Manitoba wild plum. If grown in 
bush fotm it is likely to give a crop 
each year. It is growing several 
places in this district and produces a 
fruit that is good to eat from the 
hand or when preserved. The Tom- 
Thumb is a plum cherry and while 
not so hardy as Opata, can be grown 
in this district. The Ojibwa is a new 
plum that is proving very satisfactory 
at Morden, Manitoba and Rosthern, 
Saskatchewan, It is a Hansen hybrid 
produced by crossing the Assiniboine, 
our best native Manitoba plum, with 
Luther Burbanks famous Shiro plum. 
The fruit is long, firm and pointed, 
hanging on the tree well, and in flavor 
and quality will compare with the 
best plums. The Sapa plum is much 
like the Opata, but is smaller, and in 
the opinion of the writer does not 
compare in quality or hardiness with 
the Opata. 

The beginners’ garden should con- 
tain a few of the hardier varieties of 
trees and shrubs, and these can be 
added to each year and will give pro- 
tection to the less hardy varieties, 

The farmer who is planting a wind- 
break will likely include a number of 
different trees, starting on the outside 
of the planting with the caragana and 
willows to catch the ground sweeping 
snow and wind. Inside of these will 
come the taller trees, which will pro- 
vide the real windbreak and will con- 
tain Manitoba maples, green ash, 
Russian and North West poplars, 

The North West poplar and green 
ash are perhaps the best shade trees 
that we have and when planted to- 
gether or alternately make a splendid 
combination, The North West poplar, 
with its big heart-shaped leaves and 
uniform tree shape makes a very beau- 
tiful individual shade tree for town 
or country, The green ash is some- 
what slower in growth than the North 
West poplar but is longer lived and 
the two when planted together make 
a splendid combination, These trees 
can be planted on the home lawn or 
for street planting. 

The native birch has a value in the 
planting, lending color and variety. 
Perhaps the most beautiful ornamental 
tree is the mountain ash. In the 
spring it has big creamy white flow- 
ers, followed in the fall by clumps of 
bright red berries. These, with the 
fern-like follage and bright brown 
bark give the tree an individuality of 
its own so different from any other 
tree, It is a native of Alberta and can 
be found on Saskatoon Mountain, 

Lilacs and honeysuckles call to 
memory old homes and childhood days, 
These are the shrubs most often 
thought of when we think of planting 
the home grounds, There are many 
varieties of lilacs, but the one known 
best to us all is the common or Vul- 
garis Mlac, The biggest objection to 
this variety is that it takes « jong 
time to come into blooming, It is 
hardy and perhaps the most fragrant 
of all the Mlacs, The Chinese lilac 
(Syringa Villosa) is known to most 
as the Japanese or summer lilac, The 
foliage is crinkled and very different 
from the dark smooth leaf of the com-

mife milk supplies 

Milk or water may become contam 
inated with disease germa and = #0 
pread disena: It makes no differ 
ence whether such contaminated milk 
wv water is used in the city or in the 
ountry it will cause disease just as 
readily in one place as in the other 

In order to prevent disease, cities 
do, as a rule, require that their milk, 
which comes from farms in the coun- 
tr be pasteurized to make it safe. 
if the unpasteurized milk is not safe 
for use in the city, it is equally dan 
erous to use unpaste.rized milk in 
the country 

Water supplies in the cities are usu 
lly filtered or chlorinated, or both, in 
wider f make them safe The water 
from the well in the country ia seldom 
examined to see if it is safe, Too 
often it is said or thought that it must 
be all right beeause it is clear and 
cold and because it has been used for 
uch a long time without il effects, 

The reports of cases ind deaths 
from those diseases that are commonly 
aprend by water and milk now show 
i higher rate for the country than for 
the cit This condition will continue 
until those who live in the country 
come to realize that it is necessary for 
their own protection to secure safe 
water and pure milk, 

Water and milk should be used 
freely by everyone, but in giving such 
idvice, it is presumed that the water 
ind milk are safe. Obviously no one 
would recommend their use unless 
sure oof their purity Because they 
should be used, it is essential that a 
safe supply be always available, There 
is no reason Why every country home 
should not have safe water and safe 
milk,
